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Building A Better Belfry 
Old Colony Shop Rebuilds Church Structure 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

Carpentry and woodworking students at Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School in 
Rochester have been busy this year rebuilding the belfry 
of the historic, 161-year-old "Old North" Rochester 
Congregational Church on North Avenue. Under the 
guidance of longtime shop instructor and Rochester 
Building Inspector Robert Francis, some eight juniors at 
the school have worked to recreate the rotted and dilapi- 
dated structure since last October. The year-long project is 
expected to be completed by the end of the month. 

"(The church) initially wanted us to repair the 
rotted beams and put new siding on (the existing belfry)," 
Mr. Francis said. "When I got down there, I saw all the 
beams were gone. They were all rotted ... and infested. I

figured it would be easier to build (a new one)." 

The unique project not only gave students hands- 
on experience with constructing a post-and-beam framed 
structure, but also in working with a PVC-like white 
siding material called Azek which, according to Mr. 
Francis, will outlast traditional wood and not require 
repainting. 

The structure's inner frame, however, required 
six-inch pressure-treated beams to not only support the 
belfry but also the 1869-era, one-and-a-half-inch-thick 
bronze bell inside, which Old Colony students also 
worked to polish and clean up. 

"The bell is bolted in, it weighs about 500 
pounds," Mr. Francis said. "We put it in before we put the 
coverings in so we wouldn't damage it, because it's pretty 
heavy." 

Mr. Francis said he tries to find a "major project" 
like this for his students each year and the Old North 
Rochester Congregational Church became his latest pick 
when the church officials approached him last year. He 
makes a concerted effort to find projects within any of the 
district's member towns that will benefit a majority of 
people. In the past, they've done other impressive projects 
such as the gazebo located next to the Acushnet Town 
Hall, cabinets for the Rochester Senior Center, and even 
an eye-catching gazebo of their own, located on the 
turnaround at the entrance to Old Colony, replete with a 
tell-tale "cougar" weathervane — the school's mascot. 
"Last year we did a lot of cabinet work," Mr.

Francis said, adding that they are also currently finishing 
off a cabinet order for the Lakeville Senior Center. 
"There's always somebody who wants something done. 
Some of them are good projects, others are just mainte- 
nance work. 'Will we paint all the windows in the school?' 
No, we won't do that." 

Before attempting to contact Mr. Francis about a 
potential project of your own, the 27-year-shop-veteran 
explained that the few projects which are selected are 
chosen to benefit both those requesting the work and the 
students performing the labor. "I try to look for something 
that has value to the kids," he said. "Like this project ... it 
had post-and-beam, it had new siding, all kind of joineries 
that they would normally never get in touch with, so it 
was a good project. We actually ended up borrowing 
machines from contractors to do the post-and-beam part 
of it." 

Although the church is just a scant distance from 
the high school, the structure was deemed too high to 
allow students to work onsite while it was still precari- 
ously perched on the roof, so the entire belfry was re- 
moved and brought to Old Colony Regional Voke last fall. 
The original sagging belfry now sits looking old and tired 
next to its nearly-completed successor just outside the 
school's carpentry shop. Mr Francis said they built the 
new replacement to the exact specifications of the original 
and kept it there for comparison. 

The fate of the now-rotted historic belfry will 
likely be demolition — or collapse — by the time the

At 7:10 pm the board met with Police Chief 
Lincoln Miller, Fire Chief Rick Guerzoni, Shellfish Officer 
Kevin Snow, and Harbormaster Charles Bradley for an 
update on the impact of the recent Buzzards Bay oil spill 
in the Marion area. 

Chief Miller said his department had been 
picking up tainted wildlife and it will be an "ongoing 
process." He cautioned that residents should not try to 
capture these animals but call for animal control person- 
nel at the police station (508-748-1212). 

Mr. Bradley said Marion was "on the lucky side" 
in that the tide was moving southeast and not toward 
Sippican Harbor. 

"If the tide were different, we would have had a

totally different scenario," Mr. Bradley said, although he 
did note that both the Planting Island Causeway and Ram 
Island were the most effected areas in town. 

"We're going to have to deal with this for an 
extended period of time," Mr. Bradley said. "The areas 
affected by town have all been the south-facing shorelines 
of town — from the tip of Planting Island Causeway to 
Kittansett Point. Silvershell Beach has now been cleaned 
... (but) there is no guarantee that there will not be oil on 
those beaches. Even though they are technically clean as 
far as the Coast Guard and oil crews, there still could be 
oil contamination." 

Other areas like Island Wharf are "still somewhat 
off limits," Mr. Bradley said. 

Fire Chief Guerzoni was concerned that commu- 
nication was slow in coming and he wasn't initially 
informed until 7:45 am on the day after the spill. They did 
manage to get all 400 feet of their containment boom out 
to curtail the spreading of the oil slick, however. 

"As of yesterday, we have 75 percent of our boom 
back from decontamination," Chief Guerzoni said. "As far

as problems, notification was a big problem and lack of 
quality unification. We have to do a better job at invento- 
rying other areas." 

Shellfish Officer Kevin Snow stressed that none of 
the areas have been officially reopened to shellfishing, 
despite some reports on local radio stations to the con- 
trary. Samples were taken from Planting Island on May 6 
and results are still pending. 

"We have identified areas that have been lightly 
contaminated or not contaminated at all," Mr Snow said. 
"Those are likely the first to be opened. But until we get 
the okay from the state, those shellfish areas will remain 
closed." 

"It's very apparent we have a strong team of 
responders here in our town," Selectman Bryant said. 
"We're very fortunate. It's not a good situation, by any 
means, and I hope some long-term changes come of this." 

"I would certainly do everything possible to 
make sure legislation is passed to stop this in the future," 
Selectman Pierce said. 

"Our hats are off to you for all that you've done," 
Chairman Jeffrey said. 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock noted a Recovery Command 
Center has been set up at the Hampton Inn in Fairhaven, 
which is open from 8:00 am to 6:00 pm during the week. 
Residents who spot any remaining oil in and around the 
harbor should contact the Marion Harbormaster at 508- 
748-3535. Those who discover tainted or dead wildlife 
should call the Marion Police Station at 508-748-1212.

step per fiscal year to a 5,000 cubic foot semi-annual bill. 

• Correct the billing process so that customers are 
billed within the same year of use, and not the next year 
as was past practice. "Under current billing system, 
people don't get billed until a year later," Mr Farnham 
said. "We have to bring the billing up to the present." 

The board also has complimentary water conser- 
vation kits available for anyone in town to use to help 
curtail water usage. 

"People need to know that water is not an unlim- 
ited resource," Selectman Bryant said. "So much of it 
revolves around watering lawns (in the summer). There 
are some very good by-laws coming out (in other towns) 
about when to do it, how long to do it ... I think there's a 
win-win for everybody without a downside." 

The board tmanimously voted to approve the 
recommendations made by the Water Rate Study Com- 
mittee, with changes set to take effect with the next billing 
cycle. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Discussed the Building Department Budget and 
Organization. "This is something the Selectmen need to 
take action on ... this discussion will be for Selectmen 
only," Chairman leffrey said. "The first thing is to deter- 
mine whether we want the (part-time) Building Commis- 
sioner to be under contract or an employee of the town. I 
certainly feel it should be an employee of the town." 

"I feel it makes sense to move in that direction,"

realize (a full-time Building Commissioner) position this 
year, 1 think the rest of it we can. The people at Town 
Meeting said very clearly that due to the budget increases 
a full-time Building Inspector was not a priority this 
year." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to seek a 
part-time Building Commissioner that would be an 
employee of the town, rather than the current contracted 
position. The board also voted to make the position a sole, 
part-time Building Commissioner and combine the 
existing inspectors into a single, part-time employee (27 
hours a week).

town's proposed $13 million General Operating Budget 
for Fiscal Year 2004. 

"Given the uncertainty regarding state aid ... our 
thinking is when we know what we're going to get in 
state aid, we can go back in the fall for a supplemental 
budget," said FinCom Chairman Michael Costa, explain- 
ing why his committee had decided to postpone many 
line item requests until an inevitable Special Town Meet- 
ing in the fall. 

"We've pretty much deferred all the capital 
requests, including the police cruiser (purchase), and 
requested increases in salaries," Mr. Costa said. "What 
that should leave us with, using the Governor's budget 
with the Chapter 70 money included, I think we have 
about $250,000 available under our levy limit. If the 
Governor's budget is maintained, at least we have that 
wiggle room." 

As for Elected Officials' salaries, the FinCom 
recommended a level two-percent across-the-board 
increase and tried to keep all such budget requests within 
that tight margin. Since they were still making last-minute 
adjustments to the warrant, the FinCom wanted to hold 
their final article recommendations until next week. 

"I'd like to include a report of the FinCom and 
send (the warrant) out to all town residents," Mr Costa 
said. "I'd rather not rush to sign it so we have an opportu- 
nity to look through it. Our intent is to send the budget to 
all department heads with an explanation. Unlike other 
years, our plan is — provided there are funds available —

John Mello of the Board of Assessors questioned 
why the FinCom chose not to fund their overtime budget 
line item, given that they are about to begin a townwide 
revaluation.

Whaleboat Challenge. The Challenge was organized by 
the Whaling City Rowing Club (WCRC) and held in 
New Bedford Harbor. Each crew raced in three distinct 
races; the first a circumnavigation of Crow Island, the 
second a figure eight which included a port and a star- 
board turn to test the coxswain's skill, and the third a 
sprint with a mock harpoon toss (through a hula hoop in 
the water) at the finish line. 

For five of the six crews — two from Dartmouth 
High, two from Fairhaven High, and one from Saint 
Vincent's in Westport — this was their first experience 
rowing. Tabor Academy includes whaleboat rowing in 
their curriculum, as part of the Tabor Boy Schooner 
program. All of the crews had the opportunity to practice 
in the WCRC whaleboats in the weeks leading up to the 
race, and received coaching from WCRC volunteers. 

Tabor Academy's co-ed "Tabor Boy Schooner 
Crew" took first place overall, with a combined time of 
13:13:73, winning the New Bedford Cup. Tabor also won 
the awards for best time in each of the three individual 
races, with a time of 7:49:24 in the Crow Island Circum- 
navigation, 5:01:68 in the Figure Eight, and 0:42:81 in the 
Harpoon Sprint. They made their harpoon toss on the first 
try, allowing the deduction of twenty seconds off their 
sprint time. 

A boy's crew from Saint Vincent's Home in 
Westport, "The Skulls", placed second overall, with a 
combined time of 14:50:59. They also placed second in the 
Crow Island Circumnavigation and the Harpoon Sprint, 
and third in the Figure Eight. Their successful harpoon 
toss was the deciding factor in their placement; were it not 
for the 20-second deduction they would have placed third 
overall.

Obesity is very common in our feline pets 
who often have little to accomplish other than keeping 
a lap warm and their stomachs full. 

How can I get her to lose weight? 
There is no completely painless way for your cat to 
shed a few pounds. Feeding a low calorie food will 
help as will increasing the amount of exercise that 
your cat gets. Forget about leaving food out all of the 
time. Feed your cat 2 meals a day. Your goal is slow 
weight loss over a few months to a year rather than a 
crash diet that may be dangerous for your cat.

Two important issues, both with many unanswered 
questions, are set for the Annual Town Meeting in Mattapoisett, 
May 19 and 20. One deals with the proposed reopening of the 
landfill, the other with the proposed bike path. 

Reopening the landfill could present future problems 
for the water aquifer which lies beneath it. Studies need to be 
conducted to prove or disprove the vulnerability of groundwa- 
ter to a reopening of the landfill. The town's Number 5 well is 
located near the landfill. Does it profit the town to ftmd a study 
to derive money from reopening the landfill or to fund a study 
for the construction of a water treatment plant? Is revenue, 
through accepting money for landfill use, worth the health of 
residents? That choice will have to be made. The landfill has 
been closed. Does it need a second chance? 

Picture huge trucks coming in from Boston or Brockton 
to xmload their cargo. What will be the cargo? Can each truck be 
checked for all it unloads? Will someone inspect each truck or

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Gentle Wind

A Mighty Wind. Starring Christopher Guest, Michael 
McKean, Harry Shearer and Eugene Levy. Directed by 
Christopher Guest. Running time: 92 minutes. MPAA rat- 
ing: PG-13. At Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

Christopher Guest's great comic theme is the self-delusion 
inherent in entertainment: it's always seen as hapless competition, 
whether among film students {The Big Picture), repertory players 
{Waiting for Guffman), dog owners {Best in Show), or one's own past 
glory {This Is Spinal Tap). Guest's new mockumentary A Mighty 
Wind, is, like Spinal Tap, about aging musicians revisiting their 
golden old days. The subject here is folk singers, though, not pam- 
pered metal-rock dinosaurs, so A Mighty Wind is the gentlest satire 
Guest has ever created. As Guest gets older, I think, his instinct is 
to honor the entertainers who are still in there pitching, rather than 
to tear them down. 

Once again fashioning a loose framework with co-star Eugene 
Levy (within which the cast is free to improvise). Guest proposes 
that a trailblazing folk-music manager has died, and that his son 
(Bob Balaban) wants to organize a reunion concert of all the old 
'60s acts the old man represented. There's the New Main Street 
Singers, who seem to have only one original member left (a sour- 
faced Paul Pooley); the Folksmen, a one-hit wonder reuniting the 
Spinal Tap group of Guest, Michael McKean, and Harry Shearer; 
and Mitch and Mickey (Levy and Catherine O'Hara), who once 
crooned sweetly to each other to the oohs and ahs of America, but 
haven't spoken since their acrimonious split decades ago. 

As before. Guest lets the characters talk at length, obliviously 
revealing their own quirks and neuroses. The New Main Street 
Singers, for instance, seem to be a haven for society's drop-outs, 
fleeing ugly reality and snuggling into the safety and pieties of the 
group dynamic. One couple, the waggishly named Bohners (John 
Michael Higgins and Jane Lynch), talk like chipper suburban 
drones, but she has a past as a "performer" in movies "for mature 
audiences," and they both solemnly worship the "dimension of 
color." Parker Posey, with bulletproof smile, appears as a younger 
group member who took solace in the Main Street Singers after 
living on the streets for a while. Folk music here is seen as a calm- 
ing illusion, an almost religious structure. 




We watch the various groups as showtime approaches. The 
Folksmen argue over whether to take their old Dickies out of moth- 
balls; Harry Shearer has the movie's home-run line when he tries 
to distinguish between hip and retro. The Main Street Singers, shiny 
and happy to a fault, nevertheless show some integrity when de- 
flecting tiie goofball ideas of Fred Willard in the perfect Fred Willard 
role as their manager The emotional core of A Mighty Wind is the 
tentative reunion of Mitch and Mickey, and Guest finds something 
real and spiky in their anti-rapport. O'Hara gives a rather fright- 
ened performance as a woman looking back on her past and see- 
ing nothing but ghosts, while Levy, the ghost who walks, goes so 
far into Mitch's near-autistic misery that he creates a void that the 
movie is drawn into. It throws the film's tender comedy off a little, 
but Guest and especially Levy give us a man whose demons won't 
be resolved in a lifetime, never mind in 92 minutes of screen time. 
The movie bravely lets Mitch be screwed-up and unreachable, and 
the comedy deepens. 

Everything leads up to the live televised reunion concert, and 
Guest correctly concludes that we don't want to see everything fall 
apart — we don't want any Stonehenge embarrassments, we want 
these people to come back and bask in the glow again for an 
evening. Suspense gathers alongside the comedy — will Mitch get 
it together enough to perform again with Mickey? — and there are 
some good laughs involving an unauthorized cover version and 
Harry Shearer's stone-faced lecture on the anguish of the Civil Wan 
A Mighty Wind is not as biting as some Guest fans might want it to 
be, but who wants to see these people bitten? They're harmless 
enough, and their music — composed by the actors, some of it 
genuinely good — brings them together, like a bridge between 
personalities or between eras.

simply take the word of the driver for what is being carried? 
Isn't the old saying "Let sleeping dogs lie" best applied to the 
landfill? 

Tabling the proposed bike path is another issue that 
needs consideration because of the lack of financial figures 
connected with this project. For example, what are the proposed 
engineering costs? Annual maintenance costs? Liability costs? 
Security costs? In addition, there is the path's route as it relates 
to Main Street, in the village area, as compared to running off 
Depot Street. The path is supposed to be funded with alternative 
transportation funds. Is this alternative transportation as 
compared to commuter rail, subways, etc.? It's stretching the 
concept a bit. 

According to a resident who has collected data on the 
path, a figure of $100,000 was set for engineering costs, with 
private fimding to pick up this tab. Whose private ftmds? That 
term arouses the imagination. In Fairhaven, maintenance costs 
are $25,000 armually and $0 in Falmouth — two towns with bike 
paths. 

However, rebuilding of the bike path in Falmouth is a 
requirement and will be a line item in the town's budget. In 
Mattapoisett, equipment will be needed for the mowing of grass 
on the side of the path. An estimated cost of $42,000 is connected 
with this for the mower. Then there are the man hours required 
and the possibilty of another employee for the Highway 
Department, which is already strung out in terms of its person- 
nel. No security costs, concerning police patrols, have been 
added. Also, will the town's umbrella insurance policy cover 
vandalism costs such as those experienced by a Fairhaven 
businessman who lives adjacent to the path and has had 
windshields broken on company trucks? Or could the policy 
eventually be canceled?
